The 29th 
December, 1799, the First Consul (Napoleon) en- 
tered into a contract with M. Panckoucke, by which 
‘Le Moniteur” became the official newspaper, and 
so continued during all the various governments 
which have ruled France from that day to this. 
After the re-establishment of the Second Empire 


The proprietors refused to bow to 
his decision. Thereupon the Minister of State, 
with a disreputable disregard of vested interests, 
informed the proprietors that at the expiration of 
their existing contract he should throw their ser- 
vice open to public competition. This was not the 
first time the Minister of State had invaded their 
private property, and with impunity, for there is 
no such thing as lawin France. Some years since 
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the proprietors of “Le Moniteur” had, at a con- 
siderable expense of pains and money, compiled a 
yaluable Army List. It became profitable. The 
government no sooner saw them making money by 
jt than it issued proposals for the publication of an 
oficial Army List. The proprietors of “Le Moni- 
teur” disdained to bid, and a firm of publishers 
took it at a considerable price, and set up the Offi- 
cial Army List from Messrs. Panckoucke’s last edi- 
tion. When the Minister of State informed them 
he should place the contract for printing the offi- 
cial newspaper of the government in the market, 
they warned him they should not allow any per- 
son to assume the title of their paper, “ Le Moni- 
teur,” which was their private property, for while 
they did not intend to bid for the contract, they 
were resolved to continue the publication of their 
paper. The Minister of State, with that unscru- 
pulousness which characterizes Frenchmen in 
every station of life, denied their right to the title 
“Le Moniteur,’’ and positively declared it should 
be the style of the new official paper. The govern- 
ment had long been desirous to give some lucra- 
tive job to M. Plon, the publisher of the French 
Emperor’s Works, of Napoleon’s Correspondence, and 
of a collection of the classics, which he called the 
Imperial Prince’s edition. M. Plon was accordingly 
taken into the government confidence, and received 
information shich seemed to all parties concerned to 





possess the character which assured him of the con- 
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tuitously to the government 38,000 copies of “ Le 
Petit Moniteur” every day, and 55,000 supplemen- 
tury copies of the same paper also every day—say 
93,000 quarto sheets of paper printed on all sides 
every day. Total, 3,249,000 copies of “Le Petit 
Moniteur’’ annually. Moreover, the successful bid- 
der annually gives the government $20,000 to dis- 
tribute among the writers for the paper. I may 
add, too, the successful bidder is obliged by cir- 
cumstances to build a great printing office to exe- 
cute his contract.

“Le Petit Moniteur’’ gratuitously. M. Pointel’s 
bid was next opened. He offered to publish “ Le 
Moniteur’’? at 37f. a year, and furnish all the 
parishes in France “ Le Petit Moniteur” gratui- 
tously. M. Plon’s bid was then opened amid 
death-like silence. He agreed to publish “Le 
Moniteur’’ at 40f. a year, to furnish all the parishes 
in France with “ Le Petit Moniteur” gratuitously, 
and to give daily gratuitously 10,000 supplemen- 
tary copies of “Le Petit Moniteur” to the govern- 
ment. This raised a great storm. The other 
bidders unanimously declared this bid invalid, 
because it introduced stipulations not included in 
the government’s specifications. They supported 
their protest with so much energy that the Minister 
of State dared not disregard it. He gave an hour for 
new bids to be prepared, with this additional stipu- 
lation. At the expiration of the sixty minutes M. 
Plon offered an addition to his first bid, to furnish 
gratuitously 25,000 copies a day. M. Pointel 
offered 26,250 copies a day. M. Wittersheim, 
55,000 copies a day. M. Plon was so irritated that 
he at first declared his intention to be to sue the 
government for defrauding him. It is said the 
government has moilified him by promising future 
favors, and by forcing M. Wittersheim to receive all 
the objects M. Pilon had purchased when he felt sure 
of obtaining the contract.

Tue Rev. Ch. C. Adams, of Manhattanville, New 
York, is now finishing a ten years’ labor, by pre- 
paring for the press a volume on “The Recentness 
of Creation.” Its principal features are to set forth 
the discovery of a new Law of Motion in the Sea, 
which has formed the marine geological strata from 
the Azoic rocks upwards; and to endeavor to prove 
that there have been but four geological epochs, 
and these within the last six thousand years, viz. : 
The Creative Epoch, the Productive Epoch, the 
Destructive Epoch, the Regenerative Epoch. It 
regards the Bible as much a scientific as a theologi- 
cal revelation from God; and treats both as parts 
of one grand whole, neither being capable of being 
understood without the other, and both being in 
perfect harmony. This new theory is claimed to 
be based on ascertained scientific facts and observa- 
tions of the most advanced scientific men in Europe 
and America. 


From that valuable contribution to American 
literary biography, “‘Wilson’s Life of Fitz-Greene 
Halleck,” just published by D. Appleton & Co:, 
we extract the following passage on literary compen- 
sation: “I may state, singular as it may appear in 
these days, when poets are paid a guinea a line 
for contributions by enterprising publishers of 
periodicals, Mr. Halleck never received any com- 
pensation for the poems he contributed to the 
‘Evening Post,’ ‘National Advocate,’ and other 
journals and magazines, extending over a period 
of nearly twenty years—years during which his 
most admired productions were published. Halleck 
appears to have written with the most unselfish 
indifference to fame or pecuniary reward, for, up 
to the year 1839, neither on the title-pages of his 
published volumes, nor with his single contribu- 
tions to the press, did his name appear. For 
‘The Croakers’ neither he nor Dr. Drake ever 
received the slightest pecuniary reward, nor did 
they desire any. They were at the time both 
young men, the one in affluent circumstances by 
marriage with the daughter of an opulent mer- 
chant; the other in the receipt of a good salary, 
and with but few and modest wants. Those were 
not the days, at least in New York, when author- 
ship was a profitable profession, as is the case at 
present with many of its members—days when @ 
popular preacher is paid twenty-five thousand 
dollars for a novel—a larger sum than the poet 
received for the literary labors of a lifetime. 
Truly the world is somewhat changed since John 
Milton sold the lines of ‘Paradise Lost’ at some- 
what less than a farthing apiece, taking his sub- 
stantial pay in a draft on posterity, payable after 
death, with interest; since Samuel Johnson ate 
his dinners behind the screen in Cave’s parlor, 
back of the shop, because he was too much out at 
the elbows to be presentable at a tradesman’s 
table; since Oliver Goldsmith was penning an ani- 
mated romance on ‘Animated Nature’ at just 
shillings enough per sheet to keep the bailiffs from 
his door; and since the tragic termination of poor 
Chatterton’s too brief career. Certainly the lead- 
ing authors of to-day—or, as they may be termed, 
the real autocrats of literature—have no longer 
oceasion to forgive Napoleon his misdeeds, as Tom 
Campbell did, on the ground that he shot a book- 
seller. ‘They are now masters of the situation and 
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lords in the ascendant; and no longer, as of old, 
retainers of the bookseller, but the bookseller must 
wait, hat in hand, on the bookmaker. Authors, 
even of the second class, may now most truly say, 
‘ Nous avons changé tout cela.’ ”

Last year the numbers were as follows: Religious 
books and pamphlets, 916; Children’s books and 
minor works of fiction, 607; Novels, 360; Politics 
and questions of the day, 260; Annuals and Serials 
(volumes only), 259; Poetry and the Drama, 219;

European and Classical Philology, and Translations, 
176; Medical and Surgical, 163; Science, Natural 
History, &c., 137; Law, 132; Illustrated books for 
Christmas, 91; Naval, Military and Engineering, 
78; Agriculture, Horticulture, &c., 65; Trade and 
Commerce, 52; Miscellaneous, not classified, 328. 


Tue “London Athenzum” speaks approvingly of 
Felix 0. C. Darley’s clever and amusing “ Sketches 
Abroad with Pen and Pencil.” It says: “ Perhaps 
the account of the fat bald-headed Englishman at 
Stratford-on-Avon who borrowed a sheet of paper 
from the sexton, and copied Shakspeare’s epitaph 
as a curious and novel inscription, deserves to be 
singled out.

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Statistics or THE Book Trapze—Import ayp Ex- 
port.—Statistics are at all times curious things to 
deal with, and are often very deceptive when cal- 
culated in the most conscientious manner. In con- 
nection with this matter we may mention that the 
last session of Congress voted the Bureau of Statis- 
tics at Washington, “ useless, and that it be dis- 
solved.” Our young contemporary, ‘‘ Messrs. Low, 
Son, & Marston's Monthly Bulletin of their Ameri- 
can and English Publications,’’ No. II., November 
16, 1868, quotes some statistics professing to be the 
official return of the Board of Trade. The “ Bul- 
letin’? says that England’s importations in 1867 
from Holland exceeded those from the United 
States in the same year by over £3000 sterling. 
(If anything, this must mean books printed and 
published in Holland, as against books printed and 
published in the United States.) This statement is 
apparently borne out by the return, but only appa- 
rently, as we shall presently show. The imports 
of books in’ 1867 were, according to the official re-

Now, from this return it appears that upwards of 
£53,000 worth out of the total £122,717 are im- 
ported from Hamburg, Holland, and Belgium 
alone. It would be a great mistake, however, to 
suppose that the books which the amount repre- 
sents for these three places are necessarily books 
published in Hamburg, Belgium, and Holland. It 
must be borne in mind that these afford the gene- 
ral channels of issue for the great markets of Cen- 
tral Europe, and to their ports are dixpatched for 
transmission to the United Kingdom the greater 
part of the German publications which reach Great 
Britain in such large numbers. The number of 
literary works annually published both in Holland 
and Hamburg is known to be very unimportant, 
and of these but very few reach the English mar- 
ket. It is a well-known fact, one would suppose, 
that the books which find their way into England 
through Hamburg, and are entered in the returns 
as coming from that port, are produced in Northern, 
Middle, and Eastern Germany, Austria, Scandina- 
via, and Russia; whilst by far the greatest propor- 
tion of the books entered on the list as imported 
from Holland and Belgium, are produced in Wes- 
tern and Southern Germany, and Switzerland. 
Just as our exports of books to the British East 
Indies, passing mostly in transit through Egvpt, 
are entered as exported to that country, leading 
the uninitiated, at the first glance, to imagine they 
are intended for the enlightenment of the Egyp- 
tian. Very few, indeed, however, are retained in 
“bondage” in that land; most of them pass on 
with the mail to the three Presidencies of British 
India, where many an exiled English reader greedi- 
ly awaits their arrival. The works so ‘sent are 
mostly serials, and the general works of literature. 
The books which are entered as exported to British 
India, go by the long sea route, and are mostly 
bulky works, and form a very small proportion in 
comparison with the number which reaches our 
dependency through Egypt. We hope to be able 
to acquaint our readers by-and-by with the actual 
figure of Dutch printed books imported in 1867 into 
the United Kingdom.— Tribner’s American and Ori- 
ental Literary Record.

sia have lost two very able oriental scholars. Vis- 
count StRaANGrorD has departed at the early age of 
forty-three, and the title becomes extinct, as he 
has left no lineal male heir. His grandfather, the 
translator of Camoens, was noticed, in Byron’s 
** English Bards and Scotch Reviewers,” as “ Hiber- 


nian Strangford, with thine eyes of blue,” and his | 


elder brother, when Mr. Sinythe, was one of the 
“Young England”’ poets five-and-twenty years ago. 

Lord Strangford was familiar with most oriental 
tongues. In 1845, when he was attached to the 
British Embassy in Turkey, he had already taught 
himself Arabic and Persian ; he completed the mas- 
tery of those languages on the Bosphorus, and added 
to them Turkish and Greek. He spoke Persian, as 
we have been told by Persians themselves, with the 
mastery and elegance of a highly educated native; 

and so wonderful was his knowledge of Greek that 
he was familiar with every dialect, could detect 
in a single sentence the district from which any 

speaker had come, and anywhere in Greece could 

scarcely have been known as a foreigner by his 

speech. He wrote very little, and his article on 

“The Eastern Shores of the Adriatic,” in the “ Quar- 

terly Review’’ of August, 1866, a few reviews some 

time back in the “Saturday Review,” and his fre- 

quent contributions to the “ Pall Mall Gazette,” are 

but a faint index to his fine intellect and his im- 

mense knowledge. One of his biographers, in a 

short but clever newspaper article, says: “In geo- 

graphy, in which he delighted, it is no exaggeration 

to say there was not more than one or two men in 

England comparable with him; and as a linguist 

hehad no superior. At the Asiatic and Geographi- | 
cal Societies his place will be difficult to fill; and |

of a Professor ordinary, in spite of all the honors 
conferred upon him. We are wont to extol the 
flourishing state of science and literature in the 
Fatherland, while experience teaches us that, when- 
ever there is a man whose genius scorns to march 
in the trodden path, or who even ventures to claim 
academical recognition for a new branch of science, 
he will have the fate that befell the poet at the 
‘Allotment of the earth.’ Professor Schleicher re- 
peatedly declined the most honorable appointments 
in Russia, but he undertook, at the request and 
expense of the Imperial Academy of St. Petersburg, | 
to write a series of works for the promotion of the | 
study of Sclavonic philology. It was by the emolu- 
ments he received for these labors that he saved 
himself from absolute want.” 

Taere has lately been a great deal of activity in| 
the publishing trade of Dublin. New editions of | 
standard works are being issued at unusually low 
prices. Irish Language Books, as they are called, | 
may be said to abound, the price varying from one | 
penny to eighteen pence. Anecdotes of Dean Swift, | 
Curran, and O’Connell have a large sale, each at| 
one penny, and the varieties of Irish song-books, | 
at the same low price, are numerous. The pub-| 
lications upon Irish politics, and especially the’ 
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Irish Church, are not many. A new speculation, in 
illustrated penny weekly numbers, entitled “ The 
New Hibernian Night Entertainments,” was an. 
nounced to appear on the 30th of January. The 
authorship is to be by Irish, Anglo-Irish, and Irish- 
American writers. The contents are to be very 
varied : “ Legends and Stories, illustrative of the 
Customs and Pastimes of the Irish Peasantry; Tales 
of Love and Adventure; Historical Tales of the 
Battles and Sieges of Ireland; Sketches of Illus- 
trious Irishmen; Tales of Landlord and Tenant; 
Humorous Tales of the Wakes and Weddings, the 
Courtships and Patterns, the Faction Fights and 
Funerals, the Priests and the People, will be given, 
true to life, in every phase of the Irish character. 
Each number will contain sixteen pages of matter. 
A Story, a Tale, or an Adventure will be given com- 
plete in each number, or, should its length forbid 
this, will run through two or three numbers ; but 
care will be taken that each half-yearly volume 
will be complete in itself.’’ The proprietors de- 
clare, emphatically, that “no such undertaking 
has ever before been attempted in Ireiand.” His- 
torical works appear to be in great demand, as well 
as reprints of Mrs. James Sadlier’s national tales, 
originally published in New York. Moore’s Poems 
are issued in shilling volumes. A favorite work is 
“The Irish Brigade and its Campaigns in the Ame- 
rican War,” under Generals Corcoran and Meagher, 
with the names of the officers and men, and the part 
of Ireland they came from. The triumph of cheap- 
ness seems to have been achieved in two Irish Al- 
manacs for 1869. One of these, very correct in its 
calculations, is sold for a penny. The “Irish Na- 
tional Almanac,” in book-shape, 70 pages closely 
printed, with pictorial cover, and four tinted litho- 
graphic pictures of the seasons (just newly drawn 
by Irish artists), is a four-penny publication, and 
extremely well executed in all respects. 


THERE is now passing through the press in Bom- 
bay a translation, into the Mahratti language, of 
Queen Victoria’s book, ‘“‘Leaves from a Journal of 
our Life in the Highlands.” The plates of the ori- 
ginal work, containing the Queen's little sketches 
of scenery, &c., have been placed at the translator’s 
disposal.
